Tne  letter  sent  by  Fresiaerit  Falconer  was  consiaered 
by  nia  an  application,  tor  ns  knew  the  contents  and  ccnssnted  to  have  nis  naae 
considered  and  will  go  to  Haaburg  if  ne  is  acnointed. 

He  was  born  l2th  ot  August,  lho9.  Ahile  at  the  University  of 
Toronto  he  took  aavanced  work  in  Latin,  Fnglish,  French,  German,  Ancient, 
Veiiaeval  and  Vodern  History,  and  also  work  in  Vatneaatics,  Fconoaics  and 
Religious  Knowledge.

Dear  Sir, 

I  should  be  much  obliged  to  you,  if  you  would  communicate 
to  Mr,  A.R.  Lower  that  I  have  chosen  him  for  the  vacant  post  in 
our  Seminar.  I  beg  to  enclose  to  you  a  detailed  account  of  the

duties  of  our  assistants.  Please  ^ite  oy  return  of  Post  that 
consent/ to  them.  I  may  mention  in  explanation  that  the 
rules  are  not  to  be  considered  as  hard  and  fast,  but  that  I  have 
always  been  settled  to  general  satisfaction.  The  number  of  les¬ 
sons  to  be  exacted  from  him  would  probably  not  be  10  hours  a 
week,  as  with  the  arrival  of  a  third  assistant  the  work  hither¬ 
to  done  by  two,  will  be  distributed  among  three  and  only  very 
little  extra  work,  specially  referring  to  Canada  will  be  done 
by  the  Canadian  assistant  alone. 

Please  make  him  reply  at  once  whether  he  consents  to  our 
conditions.  He  need  not  be  here  on  October  1st,  as  we  would  wait 
till  he  arrives;  but  we  should  expect  him,  of  course,  as  early 
as  he  can  possibly  come, 

I  beg  to  send  a  syllabus  of  our  place,  and  should  be  much 
obliged,  if  you  would  forward  the  same  to  Mr.  Lower,

lo  understand  the  nature  of  the  appointment  some  knowledge 
of  the  nature  of  the  Institute  is  necessary.  The  Kamhurg  Colo¬ 
nial  Institute  Is  an  Academy  for  the  special  training  of  young 
lawyers,  army  officers,  civil  servants,  and  bxjsiness  rnen  who 
intend  going  out  to  the  Gorman  colonies.  The  niusber  of  student 
is  about  ICC.  Annexed  to  It  is  the  Allgeaeinea  Vorleaungswesen 
an  institution  on  Onivorslty  Extension  lines,  which  provides 
public  and  private  lectures  and  courses  on  practically  all  Uni¬ 
versity  subjects  and  at  the  full  University  standard.  Whereas 
everybody  is  admitted  to  the  public  lectures,  the  private 
lectures  (called  Praktika  and  Wissensohaftllche  Obungen)  are 
confined  to  students  specially  admitted  by  the  Professor.  The 
students  In  the  Allgemelnes  Vorleaungswesen  number  from  Poco 
tc  ?50CC  in  summer  ^wher  there  are  few  public  lectures)  and 
about  160CO  in  winter,  a  bill  is  before  the  bamburg  Burger - 
schaft  for  the  elevation  of  the  present  institution  into  a 
University  by  merging  both  sections  into  one. 

There  are  eleven  Jeminare  in  the  Colonial  Institute,  with 
special  libraries  open  to  all  students  of  the  particular  sub¬ 
ject.  That  of  the  Fngllaches  Seminar  numbers  about  ?50C0 
volumes. 


The  duties  of  the  Assistant  are  threefold.  He  has, first¬ 
ly,  a  public  lecture  of  one  hour  a  week  on  a  literary,  histo¬ 
rical,  or  some  general  subject  like  "iiodern  England”,  "The 
English  colonies"  etc.  The  audience  has  hitherto  been  very 

largo  (about  Such  a  lecture  will  have  to  be  given  every 

second  half-year  only 

secondly,  he  has  classes  of  about  5»o  students  to  conduct 
in  translation  and  reading,  study  of  English  style,  conver¬ 
sation,  debating  of  political  and  social  questions.  The  olas- 


ses  are  attended  by  students  of  the  Colonial  Institute  and 
Allgcmelnes  vorlesungsweaen.  The  students  in  the  lower 
courses  are  mostly  civil  servants,  young  lawyers,  clerks, 
etc.,  who  know  very  little  or  no  English  at  all  and  want  on¬ 
ly  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  language.  In  the  upper 
courses  the  greater  number  are  teachers,  but  there  is  also  a 
considerable  element  of  men  and  women  from  other  professions. 
Only  students  with  a  very  fair  knowledge  of  English  are  ad¬ 
mitted  to  these  courses. 

Each  of  the  two  assistants  has  three  or  four  of  these 
courses  under  his  charge.  All  require  very  thorough  prepa¬ 
ration,  In  the  lower  the  teacher  must  bear  in  mind  that  the 
students  can  devote  comparatively  little  time  to  Vngllsh  and 
yet  must  have  a  fair  reading  and  speaking  knowledge  of  the 
language  at  the  end  of  a  year.  It  is  only  possible  to  obtain 
this  result  by  the  teacher  methodizing  and  selecting  his  ma¬ 
terial  and  carefully'  preparing  himself  for  each  individual 
lesson.  In  the  upper  classes  the  fact  that  most  of  the  ::5tu- 
dents  have  themoOlves  a  keen  insight  into  teaching  method 
makes  forethought  and  skill  in  the  conduct  of  the  courses  a 
sine  qua  non  to  success.  As  the  students  dre  of  different 
ages  and  professions,  a  certain  amount  of  tact  will  be  re¬ 
quired,  but  it  will  not  be  difficult  for  anyone  with  some  ta¬ 
lent  for  teaching  to  win  the  confidence  of  his  class. 

The  assistant  has  also,  in  turn  with  the  other  assistant, 

to  conduct  a  course  In  advanced  English  one  afternoon  a  week

( pO'Oslbl-y-en^r  -■tt-fep't night )  at  Cujchaven  (P  hours  by  rail  from 
Hamburg),  This  is  paid  for  extra  at  the  rate  of  if-  250—^ 
jfr  bCOf^  a -term p  acoording  to  miaiber  -og.  in  addition  to 

travelling  expenses . 

It  lies  with  the  professor  to  distribute  the  classes  be¬ 
tween  the  assistants. 

The  above  lectures  and  practical  courses  take  up  all  in 

all 


all  elfrht  or  nine  hours  a  week  in  fact  (including  Cuxhaven 
which  does  not  occur  every  tern?)|  according  to  the  official 
engagement  ten  hours  of  this  work  may  be  demanded. 

"hlrdly,  the  assistant  la  re^ulrod  to  be  present  about 
four  hours  a  day  In  the  Seminar  to  help  in  its  admlni strati on; 
employing  the  time  however  over  hla  own  work  so  long  as  there 
la  no  official  duty  to  be  done,  c>uch  official  duty  comprises 
aid  In  the  management  of  the  library,  though  rest  of  this  work 
is  at  present  the  duty  of  the  other  assistant;  translations  of 
article3,  letter-writing,  and  similar  light  work  which  may  be 
required  from  tire  to  time,  filing  of  newspaper-cuttings  etc. 
But  this  side  of  the  work  is  not  onerous;  the  present  assistant 
never  liad  more  than  one  hour  a  day  of  it  and  very  often  leso. 

The  Initial  salary  of  the  post  Is  ^  a  year  for  a 

beglmnt?r  who  has  passed  his  academic  degree  with  first  class 
honours;  a  higher  salary  may  be  grantod  to  an  applicant  who 
has  already  dene  teaching  work  In  higher  schools  or  other  work 
of  a  scientific  cr  academic  character.  The  salary  will  rise 
by  annual  incre? tents  of  g  '^-rori  January- l-s t ,  l(.lf>  the 

assistant  will  receive  a  fixed  proportion  of  the  fees;  a  suc¬ 
cessful  lecturer  might  expect  about  400,-  a  year  In  this  my. 
Ci^xhaven  will  be  paid  for  extra  as  stated  already.  The  income 
from  salary  and  fees  will  on  no  accoxmt  rise  above  ?<  480C,-. 

One  of  the  assistants  must  always  be  on  the  spot  in  Ham¬ 
burg.  The  holidays  are  s.ix  to  seven  weeks  in  summer,  three 
weeks  at  Easter,  and  about  a  fortnight  at  Chrlstras.  The  pro¬ 
fessor  reserves  to  himself  the  right  of  curtailing  a  holiday 
for  very  special  causes,  though  no  Instance  of  this  sort  has 

ever  yet  oooured,  on  tne  oontx*a.r-y.  th«  actual  holidays  have 

MUCH 

always  been  longer  than  those  put  down  officially  in  this  pa¬ 
per. 

The  assistant  will  have  every  facility  for  research  work 
of  his  own  compatible  with  his  official  duties,  besides  the

Seminar  bibliothek  there  are  several  larre  libraries  In  Ham- 


bur  ft,  rich  In  Hnflloh  literature. 

The  contract  is  for  a  year  but  may  be  prolonfred.  The 
post  must  not  however  be  considered  a  permanent  one  as  there 
is  no  pension;  an  assistant  will  in  his  own  interest  probablv 
not  be  encouraged  to  remain  longer  than  two  years.
